UNDER CONTRACT, SAYS 


Statement, Explaining Work of 
N ew Department, Issued 
hS? 
by Davis. 


Probate judges of Alabama 
have 
been named county fuel administra­ 
tors, working under the recently ap­ 
pointed state fuel adminiatrator, Har­ 
well 
G. 
Davis, according to an an­ 
nouncement issued today. 
Application for koal will be hand­ 
led through the county units of the 
state organisation, Mr. Davis announ­ 
ced, at the same time declaring there 
is sufficient coal contracted for to 
supply 
the 
domestic and industrial 
needs of Alabama. All of the coal will 
not be available at once and persons 
applying for coal have been requested 
to ask for only enough for twenty to 
thirty days’ use. 
The 
statement 
of Administrator 
Davis, in full, follows: 
1. The Probate Judges have been 
appointed County Fuel 
Administra­ 
tors, who will furnish information re­ 
lative to securing coal. 
Application 
for coal should be made through and 
approved by them. 
t. 
By contract between the 
Gov- 
errfbr and over one hundred of the 
largest coal operators in Alabama the 
State Fuel Administrator has been as­ 
sured sufficient coal to meet the cur­ 
rent industrial and domestic needs of 
the State. 
However, this coal is not 
all available at one time. 
A suffici­ 
ent *a mount is available to keep the 
needs ‘ of th» £t»te supplied thirty 
days is advance. v lt follows that the 
tuccisa of the coal administration, in 
keeping every section supplied, 
de­ 
pends upon the eo-operation of all 
parts of the State by making applica­ 
tion only 
»uch amount as is nec­ 
essary to meet the current needs for 
twenty or thirty daye in advance.

Domestic coal will be furnish­ 
ed for domestic use only and must be 
used only for such purpos^.^ther 
wise and must be used only for such 
purpose, otherwise there will not be 
sufficient lump coal to supply the de­ 
mand.

4. It is contemplated that the re­ 
tail trade will be handled through re­ 
tail dealers. To secure proper distri 
button retailers are requested to pro 
rate ooal furnished them, not furnish­ 
ing any one over thirty days in ad­ 
vance. 
If. however, no retail dealer 
will undertake to handle coal for s 
community 
at 
a reasonable price 
coal will be shipped directly to club 
of consumers.

Until a fair price is named 
those handling coal secured through 
the State Fuel Administrator must 
report sales and price of sales in 
older that this office may have a 
check on the disposition of the coal 
and the price paid by the consuming 
pUblic.

The “Big House” as it was called 
“Before the War” is ftill one of the 
show places of the Valley. 
It was 
’ built in 1858, prior to the Civil 
War, 
an 
architect 
having* been 
brought from Italy, to draw plans 
and superintend the building, and 
cost more than 
Forty 
Thousand 
Dollars, although slave labor was 
used in doing mqch of the rough 
work. 
The house'is constructed of 
brick and stucco, the walls being 
three feet thick and so durable that 
they have withstood the ravages of 
time, with no appreciable effect. 
This residence contains sixteen large 
r^oms in three stories, surmounted 
by a glass cupola, from which can 
be seen the entire valley. The plan 
is that of an Italian Castle, the ef­ 
fect being carried out in the inter­ 
ior finish, the mantles, hearths and 
archway separating the two double 
parlors, are of Italian marble which 
cost One Thotnuyid Dollars 
each.
